The  traditional  homecoming  mon¬ 
soons  failed  to  dampen  the  spirits 
of  Puma  football  fans  and  Puma 
alumni  as  Puma  grid  men  rolled 
over  Butler’s  Bulldogs  6-0  on 
Homecoming  Saturday  afternoon. 

All  through  the  week  students 
had  worked  hard  preparing  hall 
and  dance  decorations  for  the  ap¬ 
proaching  week-end  and  returning 
alumni. 

Friday  afternoon  a  few  alumni 
began  arriving.  Friday  night  a  big 
pep  rally  was  held.  St.  Joe  sen¬ 
iors  presented  a  skit,  the  juniors 
presented  a  huge  bonfire  and  the 
newly  acquired  puma  mascot  pre¬ 
sented  a  loud  clear  growl  into  the 
microphone.  Seniors  and  alumni 
then  moved  to  the  rec  hall  for  the 
Friday  night  decorations  dance. 

Then  came  the  monsoons.  It  had 
sprinkled  intermittently  during  the 
pep  rally,  but  by  11:00  p.m.  the 
rain  was  pouring  steadily.

Indianapolis  ‘Star’  Columnist 
Lauds  St.  Joe -Butler  Victory 

Editor’s  note:  The  following  has  been  reprinted  from  the  Indianapolis 
Star  of  October  22,  the  Monday  after  St.  Joseph’s  beat  Butler  6-0.

A  bad  bounce  of  the  football,  a  missed  signal  somewhere  along 
the  way  or  any  number  of  other  things  often  bring  about  the  end  of  a 
long  gridiron  unbeaten  streak.  But,  that  wasn’t  the  case  Saturday  as  St. 
Joseph’s  snapped  Butler’s  19-game  string. 

Not  once  in  the  6-0  struggle  was  there  an  event  which  could  put 
the  “fluke”  label  on  the  outcome.  It  was  simply  a  case  of  St.  Joe  having 
the  better  football  team  that  day  and  if  they  played  100  times  the  Pumas 
would  win  their  share  of  games. 

Coach  Ed  Dwyer,  in  his  second  year  at  the  helm  of  the  northern 
Indiana  school,  has  done  a  remarkable  job  in  bringing  the  Pumas  back 
to  the  stature  they  had  in  the  ’50’s.  It’s  a  young  squad,  but  loaded  with 
talent.  Dwyer  admits  he’s  ahead  of  schedule  in  his  rebuilding  job,  so 
look  out  the  next  couple  of  years  when  most  of  this  year’s  team  reaches 
maturity. 

Dwyer  had  confidence  his  boys  could  do  the  job.  So  much  in  fact, 
he  elected  to  kick  off  after  winning  the  toss  and  Butler  was  in  the  hole 
right  from  the  start  and  never  really  got  out.  Then,  in  the  second  period 
on  fourth  and  five  from  St.  Joe’s  48,  Dwyer  gambled  and  went  for  the 
first  down.  His  boys  didn’t  make  it,  but  Butler  lost  the  ball  on  a  fumble 
a  few  plays  later. 

Butler  doesn’t  have  the  team  it  has  had  in  recent  years  and  a 
defeat  was  bound  to  come  somewhere  along  the  line.  The  Bulldogs  still 
have  a  good  shot  at  the  Indiana  Collegiate  Conference  crown.  The  race 
is  so  muddled  that  just  about  every  team  in  the  circuit  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  Evansville  can  come  home  the  victor.

Joe  Moore,  director  and  newly 
elected  Vice  President  from  the  St.

Puma  head  football  coach,  Ed 
Dwyer,  has  had  much  experience 
as  a  football  player  in  high  school, 
college  and  the  army. 

Bom  in  1932  in  Camden,  New 
Jersey,  the  thirty-one  year  old 
coach  spent  most  of  his  early  life 
traveling  around  the  country  with 
his  father,  who  was  in  the  Navy. 

For  high  school  he  chose  Howe 
high  school  of  Indianapolis,  where 
he  lettered  in  football,  basketball, 
track  and  cross-country.  He  was 
an  all-city  and  all-state  end  in  foot¬ 
ball,  and  made  the  all-sectional 
basketball  team.  He  entered  Pur¬ 
due  university  in  the  summer  of 
1951,  where  he  was  defensive  end 
in  1951,  a  member  of  the  freshman 
basketball  team,  and  an  offensive 
end  on  the  Boilermakers’  1952  Big 
Ten  co-championship  club.  He 
transferred  to  Butler  university  in 
1953  and  worked  as  supervisor  of 
athletics  for  the  public  park  de¬ 
partment  for  nine  months. 

He  entered  the  Army  in  the  fall 
of  1953,  a  few  months  after  his 
marriage.  In  the  service,  Coach 
Dwyer  admits  that  he  “ate  himself 
out  of  the  end  position,”  so  he  was 
a  tackle  on  the  1954  Fort  Sill  Na¬ 
tional  Service  championship  foot¬ 
ball  team. 

He  re-entered  Purdue  in  the  fall 
of  1955,  but  because  of  his  trans¬ 
fer  to  Butler  he  was  inelligible  to 
play  football  that  year.  In  1956-57 
he  played  tackle  for  the  Boiler¬ 
makers,  and  scored  a  touchdown 
in  one  game.  “It  was  our  end  who 
did  all  the  work.  He  rushed  the 
passer  and  blocked  the  pass  into 
the  air.  I  happened  to  be  at  the 
right  place  at  the  right  time, 
caught  the  ball  and  took  off.” 
Dwyer  says  his  greatest  thrill  in 
college  football  was  in  1957,  when 
Purdue,  who  hadn’t  won  a  game  all
